U.S.  Export  Sales  Highlights 

This  summary  is  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  January  28  -  February  3,  1983. 

Wheat:  Greater  buyer  interest  resulted  in  a  sales  increase  of  605,800  metric  tons  (MT) — more 
than  2  times  the  prior  week's  marketing  year  (MY)  low  and  up  nearly  a  third  from  the  4-week 
average.  Egypt  (201,500  MT)  and  Algeria  (100,000  MT)  were  the  principal  buyers,  with  smaller 
purchases  by  Nigeria  (62,900  MT)  and  Japan  (50,300  MT).  Exports  (907,600  MT)  fell  10  percent 
below  a  week  ago,  but  topped  the  4-week  average  by  5  percent.  India  (198,600  MT),  the 
USSR  (188,400  MT),  and  Japan  (94,100  MT)  were  the  main  destinations. 

Corn:  The  market  remained  active,  as  sales  of  1,207,800  MT  topped  the  1-million-ton  level 
for  the  fourth  consecutive  week.  Japan  (445,800  MT)  was  the  principal  buyer,  followed  by 
unknown  destinations  (202,500  MT),  Mexico  (137,400  MT),  Egypt  (103,500  MT),  South 
Korea  (98,000  MT),  and  the  Dominican  Republic  (97,900  MT).  Exports  of  1,015,300  MT  were 
14  percent  below  the  previous  week,  but  equaled  the  4-week  average.  The  major  export 
destinations  were  Japan  (183,500  MT),  the  USSR  (146,100  MT),  Spain  (145,100  MT),  and 
China  (93,000  MT). 

Sorghum:  The  sales  gain  of  50,200  MT  nearly  equaled  the  previous  week  and  rose  62  percent 
from  the  4-week  average.  The  major  buyers  were  Japan  (32,500  MT)  and  Mexico  (17,500  MT). 

The  export  pace  dropped  to  96,200  MT — off  56  percent  from  the  prior  week  and  21  percent  from 
the  4- week  average.  Mexico  (67,600  MT),  Norway  (22,300  MT),  and  Japan  (6,400  MT)  were  the 
export  destinations. 

Barley:  Activity  remained  light,  with  a  sales  increase  of  4,700  MT.  Iraq's  purchase  of 
5,000  MT  was  partially  offset  by  small  reductions  for  Taiwan  (200  MT)  and  Japan  (100  MT). 
Exports  of  70,200  MT  were  more  than  double  the  4-week  average.  The  recipients  were 
Iraq  (30,500  MT),  Taiwan  (24,800  MT),  and  Japan  (14,900  MT). 

Rice:  A  sales  gain  of  41,000  MT  was  slightly  above  the  prior  week,  but  3  percent  under  the 
4-week  average.  Saudi  Arabia  (37,400  MT)  was  the  principal  buyer.  Exports  of  24,500  MT 
surpassed  the  prior  week  by  87  percent  and  topped  the  4-week  average  by  14  percent. 

Madagascar  (5,300  MT)  and  Costa  Rica  (4,700  MT)  were  the  main  destinations,  with  shipments  of 
2,500  MT  each  going  to  Saudi  Arabia,  Spain,  South  Africa,  and  Canada. 

Soybeans:  Net  sales  activity  of  443,400  MT  was  45  percent  above  a  week  earlier,  but  nearly  a 
third  below  the  4-week  average.  Major  increases  to  Japan  (90,900  MT),  Belgium  (87,100  MT), 
the  Netherlands  (83,700  MT),  Mexico  (58,100  MT),  and  Taiwan  (54,000  MT)  were  partially  offset 
by  a  reduction  of  101,800  MT  to  West  Germany.  Exports  of  605,100  MT  about  equaled  the 
previous  week,  but  were  6  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  The  primary  destination  was  the 
Netherlands  (165,900  MT),  followed  by  Italy  (97,700  MT),  Belgium  (92,200  MT),  and 
Japan  (88,100  MT). 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  Net  sales  of  149,000  MT  slid  31  percent  from  a  week  earlier  and  were 
19  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  The  major  sales  were  to  unknown  destinations 
(62,000  MT),  Italy  (22,900  MT),  Mexico  (22,600  MT),  Ireland  (11,100  MT),  and  El  Salvador 
(10,100  MT).  Exports  of  106,800  MT  were  63  percent  below  the  previous  week  and  51  percent 
below  the  4-week  average.  The  primary  destinations  were  West  Germany  (38,400  MT),  the 
Netherlands  (21,200  MT),  Venezuela  (17,100  MT),  and  Ireland  (11,100  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  Net  sales  activity  of  17,300  MT  was  off  15  percent  from  a  week  ago  and 
45  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  Major  increases  to  the  Dominican  Republic  (10,100  MT), 
Morocco  (6,000  MT),  and  Peru  (5,500  MT)  were  partially  offset  by  a  reduction  of  9,000  MT  for 
unknown  destinations.  Exports  of  15,900  MT  were  a  third  below  a  week  earlier,  but  51  percent 
greater  than  the  4-week  average.  The  primary  destinations  were  Morocco  (6,000  MT), 

Thailand  (3,100  MT),  Panama  (2,200  MT),  and  Tanzania  (2,000  MT). 

Cotton:  Sales  activity  of  75,900  running  bales  (RB)  declined  14  percent  from  a  week  earlier 
and  was  10  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  The  major  buyers  were  South  Korea  (18,600  RB) 
and  Japan  (16,500  RB).  Sales  for  the  1983/84  MY  were  steady  at  27,000  RB  and  mainly  involved 
South  Korea  (16,800  RB).  Exports  of  104,300  RB  were  a  MY  high,  with  Asian  destinations 
accounting  for  75  percent  and  European  destinations  20  percent. 

Hides  and  Skins:  The  sales  increase  of  452,800  pieces  was  down  22  percent  from  a  week 
earlier.  Sales  of  whole  cattle  hides  were  338,600  pieces,  with  Japan  (147,600  pieces)  and 
South  Korea  (58,900  pieces)  the  major  buyers.  Exports  of  472,600  pieces  included 
380,300  pieces  of  whole  cattle  hides.  Japan  (144,300  pieces)  and  South  Korea  (112,900  pieces) 
were  the  principal  destinations  for  whole  cattle  hides.

Reprinted  below  is  the  proposed  rule  to  provide  for  reporting  of  wet 
blue  cattle  hides  under  the  Export  Sales  Reporting  Regulations ,  which 
was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  on  Tuesday,  February  8,  1983 
(48  FR  5746).

SUMMARY:  This  proposed  rule  would 
amend  the  Export  Sales  Reporting 
Regulations  (7  CFR  Part  20)  to  add  “wet 
blue”  cattle  hides  to  the  list  of  the  types 
of  cattle  hides  and  skins  to  be  reported. 
The  addition  of  wet  blues  would  expand 
the  reporting  coverage  to  include  all 
currently  significant  raw  materials  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  finished  leather. 
This  rule  also  revises  the  description  of 
the  types  of  cattle  hides  and  skins  to  be 
reported  and  changes  the  reporting  unit 
of  certain  items  from  number  of  pieces 
to  hide  equivalent  number. 

DATE:  In  order  to  be  considered,  written 
comments  must  be  received  on  or  before 
March  10, 1983.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION:  This 
proposal  has  been  reviewed  under 
USDA  procedures  required  by  Executive 
Order  12291  and  Secretary’s 
Memorandum  No.  1512-1  and  has  been 
classified  “non-major."  It  has  been 
determined  that  these  program 
provisions  will  not  result  in:  (1)  An 
annual  effect  on  the  economy  of  $100 
million  or  more;  (2)  a  major  increase  in 
costs  or  prices  for  consumers:  individual 
industries:  Federal,  State  or  local 
government  agencies  or  geographic 
regions:  or  (3)  significant  adverse  effect 
on  competition,  employment, 
investment,  productivity,  innovation,  or 
on  the  ability  of  United  States-based 
enterprises  to  compete  with  foreign- 
based  enterprises  in  domestic  or  export 
markets. 

It  has  been  determined  that  this 
proposed  rule  will  not  have  a  significant 
economic  impact  on  a  substantial 
number  of  small  entities.  In  accordance 
with  the  Regulatory  Flexibility  Act,  a 
copy  of  this  proposed  rule  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Chief  Counsel,  Office  of 
Advocacy,  U.S.  Small  Business 
Administoation. 

The  Export  Sales  Reporting  program  is 
approved  under  OMB  No.  40  R  3886, 
effective  through  April  30, 1983. 

The  reporting  of  export  sales 
transactions  involving  cattle  hides  and 
skins  has  been  required  since  May  12, 
1980,  (45  FR  24439),  under  the  authority 
of  section  7(g)  of  the  Export 
Administration  Act  of  1979  (Pub.  L.  96- 
72).  The  legislation  and  implementing 
regulations  require  the  reporting  of- 
“hidea  and  skins.”  Wet  blues  are  hides 
and  skins  which  have  been  tanned  with 
chromium  salts  but  not  further 
processed  and  are  sold  in  a  wet 
condition.  Up  to  now,  the  Department 
has  only  required  the  reporting  of  hides 
and  skins  sold  and  exported  in  the  salt 
or  brine  cured  stage  and  have  not 
required  wet  blues  to  be  reported.  No 
action  was  taken  to  require  that  wet 
blues  oe  includedln  the  exporter’s _ 


reports  because  wet  blues  had  made  up 
only  a  relatively  insignificant  portion  of 
the  volume  of  hide  and  skin  exports.  It 
has  recently  been  determined  that  wet 
blues  are  rapidly  rising  in  importance  in 
world  trade.  For  calendar  year  1982,  wet 
blues  with  a  total  value  of  $95  million 
were  exported  as  compared  with  $56 
million  in  1981  and  $55  million  in  1980. 
Consequently,  it  is  felt  that  the  reporting 
of  wet  blues  is  necessary  to  accurately 
reflect  the  export  trade  in  hides  and 
skins. 

Since  the  Department  has  not 
previously  required  wet  blues  to  be 
reported,  it  is  appropriate  to  propose  a 
specific  change  in  the  regulations  and 
invite  commehfslhereon  prior  to  a  final 
decision  to  require  the  inclusion  of  wet 
blues  in  the  reporting  program. 

This  proposed  amendment  also  would 
change  the  reporting  unit  to  be  utilized 
when  reporting  hides  and  skins  cut  into 
croupons,  crops,  dossets,  sides,  butts  or 
butt  ends.  Under  the  proposal,  such 
items  would  be  reported  in  terms  of  the 
hide  equivalent  number  rather  than 
number  of  pieces. 

If  the  proposal  is  adopted,  there 
would  be  only  a  nominal  additional  cost 
to  the  industry  or  government  since 
most  sellers  of  hides  and  skins  are 
currently  filing  weekly  reports. 

Secretary’s  Memorandum  No.T512-l 
generally  requires  a  60  day  comment 
period  for  proposed  rules  unless  an 
emergency  exists  or  the  nature  of  the 
j  rule  warrants  a  shorter  period.  It  is  felt 
that  the  nature  of  this  rule  is  such  that  a 
30  day  conunent  period  would  be 
adequate  to  obtain  meaningful 
comments  from  interested  persons.  This 
is  because  hides  and  skins  have  been 
subject  to  the  export  sales  reporting 
program  for  almost  three  years  and  most 
persons  affected  by  the  proposal  are 
fully  familiar  with  the  obligations  and 
procedures  required  by  the  reporting 
regulations.  Also,  a  shorter  comment 
period  is  desirable  in  order  to  begin,  at 
an  earlier  date,  to  collect  and  publish 
data  more  accurately  reflecting  the 
impact  of  foreign  demand  on  the  hide 
and  skin  market. 
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In  accordance  with  the  Paperwork 
Reduction  Act  of  1980,  (44  U.S.C.  3507), 
the  reporting  or  recordkeeping 
provisions  that  are  included  in  this 
proposed  rule  will  be  submitted  for 
approval  to  the  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget  (0MB).  They  are  not 
effective  until  OMB  approval  has  been 
obtained.
